The Oris*alan@ Present Arrangement of the 
Colqnial Records. 


Tue main difficulty Yor students who begin re- 
search work upon early cglonial history is the con- 
fusion into ayhich the refords have fallen through 
various rearrangements. Though the final arrange- 
ment of the documents at the Public Record Office 
has made it a simple mftter to oktain thepar- 
ticular document whose précis hassbée&n consulted 
in the Calendar, yet the present logical arrange- 
ment takes no notive of the previous history of 
the varioug documents, for it is geographical. 
The early cglonial aecords at the Record Offiee 
are derived mainly from two Bd collectibns: 
(1) “America and West Sndies,’¥"wch represents 
the accufSulation of documerss she Jo-ter-books in 
the office of theQecretary of Std%e; and (2) “‘ Board 
of Trade” jpaders, whicl are,e similar colleetici 
maue by the Doard,gf.Trade, an%. contain also 
beoks “ers*of eaflier Coundhis and Com-, 
mittees which dealt with Plantation gfairs. When 
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it yas decided to ‘iNue the Colonial Galendats as 
chronological précis of these documents, al}. the

* When the, first rearrangement was commenced 
thechoice of ths yéar 1%88 was purely arbitrary,

this way all books which fell,between 1688 and 1696 - 
were excluded-from the Colpnial Entry-Books, and 
remained in the ‘Board of Trade” series until 
further dispersed by the present geographical re- 
arrangement. A descriptidp of these booke? is 
included in the pamphlet infin attempt t3 make the 
list of the books of the Lords of Trade as complete 
as possible. In the sime way some of the entry- 
books of the Roard of Trade, although commenced 
after 1696, fod thei» way into the,Colonial Entry+*

A sefond great difficulty fir students ‘s the 
~ kaleidoscopic way in which differen? Comvaittees 
“sand Councils take over and drop the .cqntrol of 
Plantation affairs.” This is made yet more Uifficult 
by the disappearance of most ofath-ir records, 
' ‘while the’way in which those that“still exist have 
“been r€arranged ahd pedendargs increases the con-- 
fusign. Th? growth and administration of the 
Plantations was controlled: by the King’s Privy 
Council acting through a Committee or by specially 
appointed Councils, and the gommergal outlook of ' 
the age is shown by the fact-that affairs of Teade 
and Plantations aré frequently grouped together. 
The composition and wopk of these early bodies 
has been briefly examined by C. M. Andrews: 
“‘ British Committees, Commissions, and Councils of 
' Trade and Plantation’, .622-1675 ” 4Sohns Hopkins 
Press, Baltimore, 1908), but the whole story of the 
growth of this administrative szstem needs very 
“cdSafulstudy, as mucf is still obscure. The works 
of G. L. Seer should ‘also be consulted (see Biblio- 
graphy). Such records of these early bodies as 
still exist at the Record Office are chiefly contained 
in the Colonial Papers, though it is djficult to trace 
the work of the various bedies by means of the 
Calendar alort/ because of confusidiy and bad in- 
dexing.

Administrative. Arrangements after the ‘Restoration 
~(1660-1G7%6 
Immediately on hia restdratign Charlgs *II. 
appointed a StaNpiNe CommixrSE oF THE PRIVY 
Counc, to deal with Plantation affairs, and 
though its persopne} wamchanged and its activities 
vified at diftcrang ttmes, the Committee continued 
t@ deal with Plantatiay business until it took over 
complete control in 167%, and became famous as the 
“Lords of Trade and Plantations.” Besides the 
reports of this Committe@ in the “‘ Acts of the 
Privy Council,” only a few tecords of its early work 
remain among the Colonial Papers. But the mer- 
chant, Thomas Povey, am his friends, had, frer- 
suaded Clarendon to copy the Dutch tsethod and 
appoint merchants to syécial Councils for the 
control of Trade (sCe Andrews). A CounciL oF 
PLANTATIONY was thus appointed in 1660, and some 
of its record:\ have gurvived. It kept a Journal, 
which has disappeared, though a ‘ey is bound-up 
in the Colonral Papers (C.Q, 1/14, Noe$9). This is 
apparently only a copy ot the Jaunnal book, and 
probably incomplete, as the last 1@ting recorded 
(24th August, 1604) refers to th adjournment, for 
a” wegk. The, Povey Papers a eafy mentioned 
(Brit. Mus. Egerton-2895) mclude maf} connected 
» with the work of this Gouncil, as Povgy was prac- * 
ficaly its Secrefary.* : 
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oA similer Counc oF ‘TRADE was appointed in 
1640, but its records have unfortunately disapeared 
owibg to the very prevalent cugtom by” whiclt 
officials rgtained public documents 23 the perquisites 
of their office. In 1707 the “Board of Trade 
“attempted to obtain the records“ trom @enry 
Crispe, the son-in-law of the late Secretary,to the 
Council of Trade. He replied: “ 18 I aw: rightdy- 
informed, *here are divers original boaks and papers 
relating*to the Raye” Fishery apd the establishing 
thereof fron? the year 1660 for divers successive 
years “in which" are contdined ceveral projections 
concerning the pronioting the same. And there are 
also books and minutes of thg proceesings of the 
Council of Trade from the yea 160 ta 1668, whch 
also contain several material things in relation 40 
Trade and the improveryent thereof, which I 
understand are in the power of a friend of mine” 
(quoted in full by Andxews, op. cit., p. 75). Crispe 
then hinted that the Board could hve the papers 
if they liked to pay for them, but this the Board 
refised to do, and even the listof books which 
CrisGe civlpzed has bega unfortunately lost. Those 
records which have sur"ived consist of a number of 
loose papers contained in C,A. 888/1 (B.T. Com- 
mercial, II. 691), and a single entry-book, C.O. 
., 8389/1 (C.O. Kast Indies, 14). This Pook contains 
Pefitions and Reports of the Councilor 1660, 1661, 
and 1664, hd transcript of Petittongand Reports 
from 18th Novamber, <660, to 12th March, 1662, 
preserved in tBritish Museum (Add.

The Colonial Entry-Books, 


It is evident, then, ti&t most of the books of the 
various Councils and Commitgees before 1670 have 
unfortunately disappeared while the few that have 
survived did not happen to be classed among the 
Colonial Entiy-Rooks. The books of the Council 
of 1670 form the first big gYoup of Colonial Eg tty- 
Books, and the best methogof studying that class 
as a whole is to arrange the ks according to their 
origin, and then to exayfine briefly the character 
and content each,

__lessly made that it is full of slovenly mistak€s, 
omission, apd other inaccuracies, and this has 
previously led, to some uncertainty in$dentifying 
the various books. This,ia th¢«nore pnfértunate 
as two of the books have since jsapyeared, nc we 
have to rely on andes 8807 far’ their céntents. 
Several of the books have, in addition to their 
' contemporary index, atthe back, a rough list of 
contents at thetdioet, which, seems to have been 
urade by the cler when compiling Index 8307. 
John Evelyn, who wad.a member of this Council, 
has several references “to it in his Diary, while 
. complete minutes of two mattings exist among the 
Shaftesbury MSS. 49/8 (8 sud 9). In an Appendix 
to his pamphlet Professor Andrews attempts to 
reconstruct the Theetings of this Council, and oes

When the Council for Traée and Platitations was 
“dissolved in 1674,(Plantation aairs wére “arestored 
to their aceustotved channel of a Comniittee of the 
Privy Council?’ § Early 44 1675 a Commission was 
issued definitekysplacing the care of thigxodSmess~- 
in the hands of the Committee.
